No. 2191. — The following bye-laws for regulating the 
supply and use of water in Delhi Cantonment made by 
the Cantonment Board, Delhi in exeroise of the powers 
conferred by clauses (32) and (34) of section 282 and sec- 
tion 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), and 
in supersession of the bye-laws published with the notifi- 
cation of the Chief Commissioner, Delhi, No. 2655-Edu- 
cation, dated the 28th April 1 1925, are hereby published 
for general information, the same having been previously 
publishod, approved and confirmed by the Central Gov- 
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eminent us required by subsection (1) ot mct.on 281 m 
tlie said Act, ntimely: — -

No person fell nil 'batin', oi WuJi ,inv nmin.il, vehicle, 
clothes, wool, doth, leather fabm, utensil or othei thing 
ox W'flter any annnai at any public stand-pipe or hydrant 
or use such water lor building purposes, oi othetwise wii- 
iully cause waste thoieol. 

No person other than a person duly authorised by the 
Cantonment .Board in this behalf shall open or in uuj 
way interfere with any pipe, valve, plug, or other fittings 
belonging to or appertaining to the public water-supply 
installation other than a tap lor drawing water. 

No porson shall tamper with any water tap, stand pipe 
or hydrant belonging to the Cantonment Board, so as to 
cause any damage to the mechanism oi such tap, stand- 
pipe or hydrant. 

No person shall wilfully waste, or sutler to nfti to 
waste any water from any pipe, public stand-pipe, valve 
or plug. 

All water obtained from a public stand-pipe or hydrant 
shall be earned therefrom in dean mashal.s, vessels or 
other utensils, 

Ail works in connection with (lie water-supply shall be 
executed by or under the authority of the Cantonment 
Boajd. 

Penalty . — Any pel son committing ft breach of any of 
these bye-laws, shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be 
punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred 
rupees and, in the caso of a continuing contravention, 
with an additional fine which may extend to rupees 
twenty for overy day during which such contravention 
continues after conviction for the first such contravention
